What do the ‘“‘small farmers” 
think? 

A national problem is being 
debated at lev- 
els high above 
their troubled 
heads. 

Is it true the 
small farmer is 
finished, even 
as is the mule, 
once the main- 
stay of all dirt 
farmers? Or 
can the govern- 

‘ ment find a 
way to keep him going? 

The place to ask is in the 
Southeast. 

That region has two-thirds of 
the nation’s farms because so 
many of its holdings are small, 

We turned off Highway 41, 
south of Valdosta, Georgia. The 
road was dirt, sand and loam. 

Down the way apiece was the 
farm of Buran Wisenbaker. His 
grandfather before him had been 
on the sdme land. Within min- 
utes we came to his mother’s 
house where an old lady, rich in 
memories of old and better days 
when cotton was king, still lives. 
Turning left, we came to Buran’s 
house. His wife said he was 
“down at the mill.”’ 

We found him, his son and a 
tall, slender old Negro man, 
‘Uncle Dan,’’ busy getting one of 
a number of new-cut pine logs 
ready for the blades. 

Buran Wisenbaker’s farm isn’t 
“small” as we think of the 
word. But no one has ever an- 
swered the question, ‘‘how small 
is a small farm?” 


Mark kets 


His nearest market is good 
enough for tobacco and cotton. 
But to market greens, vegetables 
or poultry he would have a long 
drive. 

I told him I wanted the think- 
ing of an average dirt farmer. 

“Here it is,” he said wryly, 
throwing an arm out toward the 
richly resinous pine logs. ‘I’m 
sawing these so as my folks and 
I can eat. I’ve got about 400 
acres here. I’m farming just 
about 90 this year. Mostly I’m 
growing some peanuts for my 
hogs. I’m not putting in any 
cotton. My main crop will be my 
tobacco, My allotment is cut 
back to not quite eight acres. 

“Why did I quit? Well, I'll tell 
you. There isn’t any doubt but 
what the small farmer is im a 
bad squeeze. I always figured 
farming would have to go on. 
My daddy taught me that, I’m 
lucky, I guess. One of my boys 
stayed with me. But now I don't 
trust anyone much. The squeeze 
we are in is getting tighter and 
tighter. 

“There isn’t any mystery 
about what’s happening to the 
small: farmer. Hog prices are 
off. Way off. My wife raised 35 
turkeys. The best offer we could 
get here was 25 cents a pound. 
We: drove 65 miles and got 35 
cents. We average about $4.50 
per turkey, hens and all. It cost 
us more than that to feed and 
fatten them. Last year the grad- 
ers squeezed me on cotton. They 
looked and they looked and they 
finally said it was just middling. 
That was nine cents.’ 


Expenses 

He looked at me questioningly, 
his saw-dust sprinkled eyebrows 
raised high. 

‘‘You bought a tractor lately? 
Or fertilizer? Or some tools for 
the tractor to pull?’’ 

I said no. 

“Well,” he said, ‘‘what is a 
farmer fellow going to do when 
everything he grows brings in 
less and less and everything he 
buys costs more and more? 
That’s why the small farmers 
are quitting.”’ 

‘“‘How many around here have 
left?’’ 

He held up a hand and with 
the other bent down three fing- 
er—calling off the names of 
neighbors. 

‘My granddaddy farmed 
here,’’ he said, looking about at 
the distant fields. ** ‘Uncle Dan’ 
there helped my daddy clear 
that field just over there.” 

“And here I am sawing pine 
trees instead of putting in cot- 
ton and corn. I’ve got my other 
trees leased out for turpentine. 
That brings in a little. I can 
take these planks and timbers 
in and sell them for cash. I 
know about what they’ll bring. 
It.won’t be too much.” 

He kicked one of the logs, 
aimlessly. 


‘‘Like I said, I used to think | 


farming would always go on. 
Now, I don’t know. There isn't 
much in it for the small farmer 
who doesn’t have the money for 
capital investments and 
ridin’ out the price drops. Maybe 
T'll be going to town for a job 
cne of these days. Then there'll 
be one less small farmer.”

The financing decision involves 
a ‘‘gimmick’”’ used in recent years’ 
in connection with farm price 
supports. The gimmick was 
adopted in the first place to help 
the Treasury stay within the ceil- 
ing on the national debt, but it 
has since become a sort of in- 
strument by which the spending 
side of the budget can be manipu- 
lated. 

Most price support loans to 
farmers are made by private 
banks in the first instance. The 
crop is security for a loan whose 
amount is determined by the sup- 
port price of the commodity. 
When a year is up, the farmer 
generally surrenders the crop, 
the bank presents the note to the 
government, the government pays 
the bank and takes over title to 
the crop. 


FARM LOAN POOL 


Banks can turn over the loan 
paper to the government’s Com- 
modity Credit Corp., for payment, 
at any time, however. Thus the| 
Government itself usually holds) 
some unexpired loan paper. In| 
each of the last three years the | 
CCC, under Treasury direction, | 
has formed a ‘‘pool’ of these | 
loans and sold them back to the) 
banking system. | 

The loans expire within a year, 
and the CCC must then pay off| 
the banks, as in the case of all 
privately extended crop loans. 
Thus the effect of the pool loan| 
device is simply to postpone a 
given amount of expenditures 
from one fiscal year to the next.

MAY ABANDON SALE 


The ‘Treasury department is 
seriously considering abandoning 
any sale of pool loans during the 
current fiscal year. The decision 
would add the $700,000,000 to 
spending this fiscal year, but it 
would also mean $700,000,000 less 
spending in the next fiscal year. 

The treasury presumably must 
assure itself before making the 
decision final that: 

1. The government has enough 
money in the till to pay its bills. 
A low point in cash balances will 
be reached in April. However, | 
at that time several billion dol- 
lars of the national debt will have 
been paid off, leaving some room 
under the debt ceiling for new 
borrowing. If cash gets low, the 
Treasury can float a regular issue 
of government securities to raise 


money instead of selling CCC 
loans. This should not be a 
major obstacle to the decision. 


BUDGET BALANCE 

2. The prospects for a balance | 
in the current year’s budget are 
clear and safe. Receipts must 
be so obviously higher than ex- 
pectations that the decision can 
be made without risk of unbal- 
ancing the budget. The $final' 
figures will not be in until mid- 


July, and the decision must be 
made in April. 
On this point, however, the 


Treasury will have the advantage 
of the March corporation tax re- 
ceipts. It will know by then with 
considerable certainty what re- 
ceipts for the whole year will be. 

At the moment the prospects 
are that those receipts will eas- 
ily cover the $700,000,000 extra

The General Assembly went home 
Friday after a session of 40 days that 
will go down as one of the strangest 
in history. 

If subservience to his wishes consti- 
tutes “greatness,” then Gov. Griffin's 
evaluation of its work is correct. 

It was a session that obviously was 
dominated completely by the chief execu- 
tive. Such unhealthy unanimity may have 
a good effect in that the people of 
Georgia, having seen the eclipse of the 
legislative branch of their government, 
cannot be happy about it. 

Holding control of the purse strings, 
the governor’s wishes became law. While 
many legislators were not happy about 
it, this General Assembly did not have 
the courage to make an attempt to re- 
cover its independence. 

Closely allied to this situation was 
the biggest appropriations bill in history. 
The House and Senate approved. meas- 
ures calling for expenditures of more 
than $285,000,000 without more than a 
cursory glance. 

No legislator dared to risk losing any 
part of his county’s slice of such a huge 
taxpayers’ pie. And the taxpayers per- 
haps will remember that it was this 
administration and this General Assembly 
which raised their tax bills enormously 
while promising economy. The real econ- 
omy bills died a quiet death while legis- 
lators spent days over such matters as 
a punitive anti-newspaper bill. 

On the credit side, the Assembly fi- 
nally passed a constructive probation bill 
and several bills to preserve segregation. 
It also passed a “nullification” resolu- 
tion against the Supreme Court segrega- 
tion decision. Time probably will prove 
that the original interposition proposals 
would have had a sounder legal basis. 

The Assembly passed up the opportu- 
nity to bring some sense into regulating 
small loan companies in the state when 
faced with opposition by the administra- 
tion and Loan Commissioner Zack Cra- 
vey. It refused to bar the insidious 
practice of “double dipping” by legisla- 
tors who hold state jobs between 
sessions. Only 52 solons out of 203 voted 
to end it. 

This General Assembly has finished its 
work and the people of Georgia can 
make their own evaluations. Next year 
we will have a new Legislature, elected 
by the people and thus expected to do 
the people’s bidding. Otherwise, there’s 
no need to have a Legislature at all.

Are Weather Balloons 


Our Secret Weapons? 


There are serious fears that the United 
States may lag behind Russia in many 
aspects of nuclear warfare, but to judge 
by the news we are the number one na- 
tion in free ballooning. 

Just recently U.S. high altitude 
weather balloons were the subject of a 
diplomatic exchange between Moscow and 
Washington. And the way Washington po- 
litely agreed to the Red request that we 
stop launching balloons that would drift 
across Russia, Asia and out into the Pa- 
cific, loaned credence to the Russian 
charges that these balloons picked up in- 
formation other than the weather. 

Certainly, those weather balloons car- 
ried cameras to record cloud formation, 
and if. there were no clouds, what. can 
stop them from recording ground instal- 
lations? 

Our armed services have pioneered in 
the use of balloons for weather research 
since the end of World War II. Judging by 
the excitement brought on by the Rus- 
sians’ note of protest, these globe-girdling 
balloons must be bringing home a lot more 


information than the Weather Bureau 
needs. 

We are glad to find out that the Iron 
Curtain is not so impenetrable after all, 
and that Washington may have in its files 
at least a fraction of the information on 
Russia that the Russians undoubtedly 
have on us, thanks to our high-flying, all- 
seeing weather balloons.

Ike’s Veto of Gas Bill 
Makes Probe Mandatory 


President Eisenhower quite properly 
has vetoed the bill exempting natural 
gas producers from regulation by the 
Federal Power Commission. If he had 
signed the bill under the circumstances 
under which it was passed, he would have 
been approving those circumstances. 

It is pleasing, therefore, that the 
President has upheld the integrity and dig- 
nity of the Chief Executive in revolting 
against one of the most disgusting pres- 
suré campaigns by big oil companies in 
recent history. The President in effect 
has agreed with those who criticized the 
Senate for knuckling under. 

The bill may have had merit, as the 
President indicated, but it did have weak- 
nesses that left gas consumers completely 
at the mercy of producers of a basic 
natural resource. Even had it not been 
vetoed because of “‘defiance of propriety” 
it should have been rejected on its weak- 
nesses. 

The bill, sponsored by Democrat Lyn- 
don Johnson of Texas, was passed by a 
majority of Republican senators and a 
few Democrats. That makes the Presi- 
dent’s action even more commendable. 

The veto makes it all the more im- 
portant that the Senate investigate the at- 
tempts to influence legislation through 
huge campaign contributions as charged 
by Sen. Case. Only a thorough probe to 
get the facts will allay the suspicions 
that have been aroused.

Home Rule Once More 


Fails To Win Approval 


Home rule still is impossible for those 
Georgia communities that want it. 

One of the most depressing features 
of the recently adjourned General As- 
sembly was the failure of the House to re- 
enact a home rule bill, replacing an 
earlier one that the courts had upset. 

The House failure came after a con- 
stitutional amendment making such a bill 
possible was overwhelmingly ratified at 
the polls, after a year’s study by a leg- 
islative committee, and after approval 
by the Senate. 

Home rule means the right of a com- 
munity to govern itself. But it also means 
the voluntary surrender by legislators of 
many of their powers. If home rule were 
adopted in Atlanta, for instance, the peo- 
ple would have a chance to express them- 
selves on many matters which now are 
reserved to the General Assembly, and 
which under the theory of legislative 
courtesy, can be approved or blocked on 
the word of the Fulton County delegation 
alone. 

The theory of home rule is above re- 
proach and the bill that was defeated was 
carefully drawn and considered. The vote 
was a victory for those who do not be- 
lieve in local management of local af- 
fairs. But in the course of events, we are 
sure the victory will be only a temporary 
one,

Bamboo Is as Useful 
As It Is Easy To Grow 


The bamboo may some day back stop 
the pine as a source of cellulose and its 
many by-products. 

A news story from Washington points 
out that the Agriculture Department is 
experimenting with various types of 
bamboo as a supplier of paper. Accord- 
ing to the story, officials had discovered 
that bamboo will produce six times as 
much cellulose as pine in an equivalent 
growth period. 

Bamboo is perhaps the world’s most 
versatile growing thing, and we're glad 
that Washington is showing interest in it. 
Dwellers in the tropics use it for food, 
building material, and furniture to name 
but a few of its many uses. 

Bamboo is news in Washington, but it 
is a familiar story in Georgia. For many 
years the Department of Agriculture has 
maintained a station near Savannah where 
bamboos from the world over are tested 
for their suitability to southern soils and 
climates. And two years ago, the engi- 
neers at Georgia Tech’s Engineering Ex- 
periment Station issued a report on their 
work with. bamboo that sounds as if it 
might be the basis of the news reports 
from Washington. 

Bamboo is a member of the grass fam- 
ily. Many of its varieties thrive in the 
Georgia soil and climate. Once established 
it grows rapidly. As a supplementary 


crop it may be useful some day, and cer- | 


tainly it will add grace and beauty to the 
landscape.

White answer explicitly whether he thought Mr. Eisenhower could 
serve actively another five years without undue risk. 


Some doubted that the doctors 
would wish to project their findings 
into the future. 

The doctors provided a full 
answer. 

After 20 weeks of Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s convalescence, they de- 
scribed his recovery as “‘good’”’ and 
his health as ‘‘satisfactory.’’ 


After appraising the effects of the 
President’s work load in the White 
House during the past five weeks 
they concluded, ‘‘fully aware of the 
hazards and uncertainties,”’ that 
the President could maintain such 
a pace another five to 10 years. 


No wonder the Republican lead- 
ers are on the brink of certainty 
the President soon will say yes. 
Their jubilation could be prema- 
ture, could be short-lived, Mr. 
Eisenhower plainly has said that 
he is “going to trust my own feel- 
ings more than the doctors’ re- 
port.’’

Such now is the acute consciousness of the New York stock market, 
within the Eisenhower administration and among Republican politicians, 
which takes us back a quarter of a century ago. 


Once again the stock market is 
paramount, and the government 
almost secondary. Or at least that 
is the impression as decisions are 
made with one eye cocked on the 
big board. 

What will be the effect on the 
stock market? That is the big 
question. 

For example, at President Eisen- 
hower’s last news conference he 
was asked how he would announce 
his decision about running again 
so that it would not have too 
much effect on the stock market. 
That inquiry was prompted by the 
bearish effect on the market when 
the President had his heart attack 
last September. 

That this was a justified ques- 
tion based on the realities was 
demonstrated this week when the 
President's doctors were very care- 
ful to withhold their diagnosis of 
his present condition until after 
the New York Stock Exchange 
was closed. 

Then when it openec the next 
day it went soaring on the very 
favorable medical report and Dr. 
Paul Dudley White’s conclusion 
that the President could stand an- 
other term in the White House. 

But this decision affecting gov- 
ernment is not the only one in 
which the effect on the stock mar- 
ket is considered. 

This decision, to be sure, is an 
important one in the financial com- 
munity, especially for great indus- 
tries whose stocks are traded on 


the New York exchange and for 
great investment houses’ which 
handle the business. They prefer 
a Republican administration be- 
cause of policies favorable to 
them, and the stock market nat- 
urally is sensitive to such pows 
erful industrial and financial im- 
pulses, 


This takes us back to another 
era when government here in 
Washington kept its eye con- 
stantly on what the New York 
Stock Exchange was doing and 
when the exchange’s reactions had 
an influence on the course of pol- 
icy here. 

That was, of course, in the Cal- 
vin Coolidge regime when the 
stock market was booming under 
“Coolidge prosperity.”’ 

The inclination of the Coolidge 
administration was for govern 
ment to do very little, and cer- 
tainly to interfere with business as 
little as possible. 

That was pleasing to the stock 
market and the giant industrial 
and financial interests that domi- 
nated the market and conse 
quently the market kept rising. 
This was further inducement to 
the government here to do noth- 
ing that would affect this boom 
or shake what was called ‘‘busi- 
ness confidence.” 

How unwise was this deperifence 
upon the stock market we learned 
later. It was unhealthy then. It 
is unhealthy today.

‘*Teahouse,”’ set on the island of Okinawa, calls for a large 
character to play the role of Mr. Hokaida. Being a Sumo 
wrestler and the strongest man in the village, Mr. Hokaida is 
appointed the chief of police by the U.S. Army of occupation 
officer in charge. 

Since a live wrestling scene is involved, the producers 
went to the ring and got themselves some trained material. 
Big Ben Morgan plays the role on Broadway, Tiger Joe 
Marsh with the Chicago show and Dean Jr. has been with 
the road show for four months. 

In the process of qualifying for the role, it became necessary 
for Dean Jr. to join the actors’ union. 

‘‘Do you suppose you'll ever be allowed back on the wrestling 
circuit now that you’re a legitimate actor, Man Mountain?” 

“Oh, I don’t guess that'll make any difference,’”’ he said, 
refusing to take that bait. ‘‘Besides, I may not go back to 
wrestling, anyway. That’s a rougher life than this, those one-~ 
night stands, driving 2,000 miles a week by yourself and tak- 
ing that punishment ‘in the ring. I’ve been approached about 
making some movie shorts and I may go into the films. 

‘‘Wrestling’s not what it used to be. Television has hurt it. 
It was great for a while, but they gave the people too much. 
You don’t hardly ever see wrestling on TV any more.’’

Mr. Hokaida-Bolrich-Dean Jr. engages a trim young Okinawan 
half his size. Trim Young, however, belts him off the mat, which 
is victory on the Sumo circuit. Since Hokaida not only is the 
biggest man in the village, also the police chief, and since all 
the judges are his cousins, he is still voted the winner. 

You keep expecting Julius Helfand to come bursting 
from the wings with a summons in his hand, but Julie never 
shows. The decision stands. 

“That way,” explains the delightful Sakini, 
or Al Jolson Jr., ‘everybody go away hoppy.” 

This is one of the most one-sided series in wrestling history. 
In all the performances of ‘“Teahouse” the young villager has 
never got an upset decision over Hokaida. But it is later made 
up to him, for he wins the geisha girl in the end. 

Actually, Man Mountain Jr. should be rendered a far 
more attractive package as he returns to the illegitimate 
theater of wrestling. He presents a fearful appearance with 
his skinned noggin, his Manchurian lip wig and his meaty 
proportions. When you sit with him as he wears his flop- 
brimmed hat pulled low on the brow, and as he puffs on his 
black cigar, you get the feeling you are in the company 
of one of Charlie Chan’s felons. 

But, oh, he delightful chop. He damn seldom. police chief 
you ever meet. And if Man Mountain Sr. could see what has 
happened to his name now, he'd love it. He always was a.better 
actor than wrestler.

AAU SOCKS WES SANTEE 
WITH ‘LIFE’ SUSPENSION 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19 ‘#—Wes Santee, America’s foremost 
miler and No. 1 hope for the Olympic Games, was barred from 
competition Sunday night by the AAU for expense irregulari- 
ties totaling about $1,500. 

If the suspension stands up in the courts—Santee immedi- 
ately announced he would bring suit against the AAU — it 
means he not only won't be permitted to run in the Olympics, 
but never again wiJl run in AAU competition. 

“The suspension is for five years,’’ said Dan Ferris, 
secretary-treasurer of the AAU, ‘‘and, although he may be 
reinstated in other sports during that time, he'll never run 
in another track meet in which the AAU is involved during 
that period.’’ 

The AAU said he had received about $700 over expenses 
for last year’s Modesto-Stockton meet, about $290 unaccounted 
for during last year’s Chicago and Cleveland indoor meets, 

and about $150 which he couldn’t explain for the Philadelphia 
and Washington meets of 1955.

But Ida Belle Williams, who teaches school at Douglas and 
writes an occasional piece for the paper, has come up with a very 
beguiling picture of a 10-year-old boy who is from all appear- 
ances an attractive prodigy. 


He’s Joe Kicklighter, a Hawkinsville grammar school stu- 
dent, and junior grade authority on Shakespeare, history and 
Roman and Greek mythology. 

The reason Joe is an attractive young Brain is that he took 
to books in the face of great physical pain and emotional loss. 


Joe was stricken with polio when he was 5 years old and spent 
some time at Warm Springs. 

“Fortunately with treatments at Warm Springs and the 
attention of an untiring mother and father, the boy recovered 
without much damage,’’ Miss Williams reports. ‘‘After the attack 
he learned to read and write and manifested brilliance from the 
beginning. An avid reader, Joe is well informed on history and 
Roman and Greek mythology. He tells dramatically ‘Pryamus 
and Thisbe’ by Ovid and stresses the reference to the mulberry 
tree.’’ 

. (Don’t ask me WHAT mulberry tree! Me and Ovid ain’t as 
clubby as Ovid and Jve.) 

Not long after he left Warm Springs Joe’s parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. A. M. Kicklighter, died. He now lives with his uncle and 
aunt, Mr. and Mrs. Bailey Heard. 


But instead of driving him to idle grief and self-pity, the | 
little boy’s troubles drove him to books and Miss Williams 
recounts his adventures in a bus station at Alma recently. A 
traveler learned that Joe had read some of Shakespeare’s plays 
and started discussing them with him. Joe responded, Miss Wil- 
liams said, ‘‘by turning the station into a theater with an ap- 
plauding audience.’’

He can recite and portray with real dramatic passion the 
roles of all the principal characters in the targedies, but Hamlet 
is his favorite. When the traveler commented that the comedies 
should appeal to him because of the happy endings, Joe remarked 
gravely: : 

“The ending of Hamlet is all right. They all died, had to 
fight no more and went to heaven.” 

And that is a considerably more mature conception of a happy 
) ending than a great many adults have. 
sey Miss Williams says Joe’s interest in Shakespeare has enriched, 
oe rather than deprived, him of his pleasure in the company of chil- 
dren his own age. He plays the piano, sings in church and is 
active in the fifth grade dramatic offerings at assembly programs. 

“Regardless of sorrows and troubles in his young life,’’ wrote 
Miss Williams, “he has a sane philosophy for a 10-year-old boy. 
He has to take certain exercises every day and wear a steel 
support on his back but no one hears him complain. 

“His philosophy is: ‘If you can help it, help it; if you can’t, 
just take it.’’’

Salmon Loaf 


This salmon loaf is a Lenten 
mainstay, and a pretty fancy 
one at that. 

Chop hard-cooked eggs in a 
cream sauce for a topping 
and serve with a perfection 
salad and buttered green 
peas. Lemon sherbet is for 
dessert. 

SALMON LOAF 

2 cups fresh soft bread 

crumbs 

1 small onion, chopped 

2 tablespoons butter 

% cup finely chopped celery 

1 cup milk 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

14 teaspoon salt 

Dash of pepper 

1 tablespoon minced parsley 

2 eggs, well beaten 

1 pound can salmon, 

drained and flaked 

1. Saute onion in butter un- 
til yellow. 2. Combine with 
celery, salt, pepper, parsley, 
lemon juice and flaked sal- 
mon. 3. Combine eggs with 
milk and pour over bread 
crumbs. 4. Add to other in- 
gredients and blend well. 
Pack into well-buttered loaf 
pan and bake: in a 350-degree 
oven for about 30 to 35 min- 
utes, or until done. 5. Serve 
with medium cream sauce to 


which chopped hard-cooked 
eggs are added. Makes 6 
servings.
